very deed.of partnership in the firm was 
discovered to’ be dogus, - He at once threw, 
Jutavo and Co, into bankruptcy, and crimi- 
nally prosecuted the Indian manager; the 
other partner, thé'enterprising German 
gentleman, having taken a, convenient voy- 
age, doubtless for the benefit of his health.
